WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26. 

REPUBLICAN senators among the 
thirty-nine who signed the Lodge mani- 
festo condemning the league of nations 
constitution in its original form are 
not concealing their satisfaction, with 
reports from Paris that President Wil- 
son is yielding to some of their de- 
mands, at least, for modification of the 
proposed covenant. foe 

The view here is that if amendments 
to the covenant now being drafted with 
approval of the president measure up 
to demands for revision there will be 
no gainsaying the extent of the victory 
won by the American opposition to 
the plan as embodied in the first draft. 

PARTICULAR significance, in the light 
of the Hungarian bolshevik ascend- 
ancy, is seen by diplomats and officials 
here in the dispatch by the Berlin gov- 
ernment of a secretary of the foreign 
office to Moscow to study bolshevik in- 
Stitutions, with a view to establishing 
closer relations between Germany and 
Russia. There is a well defined feeling 
among some officials here that recent 
events in Hungary, which threaten 
peace negotiations, were greatly influ- 
enced, if not engineered, by the Berlin 
authorities. They point out the Ber- 
lin government will be more favorably 
situated to demand treaty modifica- 
tions if it can frighten the allied pow- 
ers sufficiently. 

Botu Japan and the United States 
have concluded not to magnify the re- 
cent Tien-Tsin clash between Amer- 
ican and Japanese soldiers into a dip- 
lomatic incident of tnternational im- 
portance and it is reported that the 
matter will be settled by the legations 
of the two countries at Peking. Late 
reports deny the charge that the Jap- 
anese consul was maltreated by Amer- 
ican soldiers and that the American 
consul was stoned. 

GOVERNMENT departments are to co- 
ordinate their activities in extending 
our commercial relations by means of 
a committee on foreign trade, estab- 
lished by order of President Wilson.

“SEND TROOPS”: FRANCE

up, the answer of the French to the 
new complication caused by the Hun- 
garian government collapse is, “ Bend 
troops.” 

France still would put a barrier be- 
tween Russia and Hungary to prevent 
the codperation of the bolskevikf in the 
two countries. French statesmen do 
not admit that the case is hopelegs, and 
say that 600,000 troops might be made 
quickly available to establish that 
much talked of barrier from the Baltic 
to the Black sea by codperation be- 
tween Poland and Roumania, backed 


by allied support. 
Use Saloniki Units. 

This estimate of 500,000 ineludes 
Gen. Haller’s three Polish divisions, 
still in France. Gen. Pilsudski’s Poles, 
the Roumanian and Serbian armies, 
and the French, Italian, English, and 
Greek troops of the old Salonikj expe- 
dition are now scattered through the 
Balkans. 

The French, however, have little 
hope that England and America will 
agree. President Wilson has been 
quoted as saying that it would be as 
sensible to try to prevent the air go- 
ing through 4 sieve as to try to check 
bolshevism with troops. Lloyd George 
clings to the belief that sooner or later 
the allies will have to confer with the 
bolsheviki. 

Many Battles in Streets. 

BERLIN, March 25.—Bloody street 
fighting between communists and anti- 
bolshevik forces in Budapest was re- 
ported by travelers arriving from that 
eity today. 

The streets were being swept by 
machine gun fire and the number of 
casualties was said to be high. The 
communist guards were being directed 
by Hungarian soldiers returning from 
Russia. 

Seventy persons in Budapest have 
been shot for plundering and other 
offenses.

REPORT ‘POGROM’ 
IN ARGENTINA 


Zionist Society Hears of 
Attacks on Jews in 
Buenos Aires. 


New York, March 26.—Thousands of | 
Jews were slaughtered in a “ pogrom”. 
in Buenos Aires on Jan. 9, according | 
to a statement issued here tonight by | 
the Zionist organization of neyrtoned 
quoting a report it has received from 
the Argentine capital. 

According to this report, a “ white 
guard” was organized there following | 
a rumor that strikes in that city were | 
the beginning of a bolshevist revolu- 
tion incited by the Jews. The report 
charged that, with codperation of the 
police, the “ white guard” raided the 
Jewish quarters, “killing a number 
that cannot be estimated because all 
the bodies were buried in a common 
grave.” Even synagogues were raided 
on the ground that Maximalists were 
hidden there.

Under present liquor ordinances 
saloonkeepers can’t sell in quantities 
of more than one gallon without tak- 
ing out a wholesaler’s license. The 
city council wants to make it easy for 


saloonkeepers to dispose of their stocks 
by July 1. 

The council HNcense committee yes- 
terday recommended the passage of 
an ordinance taking off the one gallon 
limitation. This will permit retailers 
—saloonkeepers—to sell in wholesale 
quantities before the “dry period.” 

‘The same ordinance allows for the 
issuance of saloonkeepers’ licenses for 
a two months’ period. This is May 
and June. The license period now is 
three months. The special provision 
is to be made so that saloons will be 
paid up to July 1. 

Deputy City Collector Lohman urged 
passage of the ordinance. He said the 
city ought not to stand fin the way of 
permitting the saloonkeepers to dis- 
pose of their stocks. 7 

The committee discussed the ques} 
tion of licensing “ near beer saloons,” 
but it was agreed to defer this until 
after July 1.

BRING LAWSUIT 


Publishing Society Asks 
an Injunction Against — 
“Mother” Board.” 


Boston, Mass., March 26.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] — Litigation has 
been started in the Massachusetts &u- 
preme court to determine which of 
two sets of trustees appointed by the 
late Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy has au- 
thority over the Christian Science Pub- 
lishing society. 

On petition of the trustees of the so- 
ciety the court has issued a temporary 
injunction restraining the directors of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
from taking any action intended to fn- 
terfere with the trustees tn the die 
charge of their duties. 

The bill sets forth that Mrs. Eddy. 
as founder of the Christian Science 
movement, determined to put into the 
hands of different sets of trustees the 
work of organization of Christian Sct- 
ence churches and the work of cireu- 
lafing Christian Science publications. 

It declares that the trustees of the 
publishing society have managed its 
affairs in a “highly prosperous and 
successful” way and have paid over 
to the defendants, in their capacities 
as directors and trustees, more than 
$450,000 as earnings and profits for a 
period of six months ending Oct. 1, 
1918. They point out that the de 
fendants are directors only of the Firat 
church, known as the Mother church, 
and have no official control of the 
more than 1,800 other Christian Sol- 
ence churches and societies.

Springfield, Ill, March 26.—([Spe- 
cial.]—The constitutional convention 
bill was reported favorably from sen- 
ate and house committees this after- 
noon. 

The bill provides for the election of 
delegates in November, 1919. The dele- 
gates will be nominated in partisan 
primaries that are to be held in the 
coming September. ‘The nonpartisan 


feature that has been suggested seems 
to be forgotten by the legislature. 

The convention bill as 
it stands s to provide that each 
senatorial district shall nominate and 
elect two convention delegates, either 
through an arrangement between the 
party organizations in the district or 
by a bi-partisan agreement whereby 
a Republica and a Democrat could be 
elected. 

The two houses will adjourn tomor- 
row noon until next Wednesday. Gov. 
Lowden today signed the Hughes bill 
giving sailors and soldiers the right 
to vote in the April election, provided 
they were in military service thirty 
days prior to the-election.

THE LIQUOR ISSUE. 

We readily concede the truth of much that the 
prohibitionists say against the liquor business, 
azuinst the use of alcoholic drinks, against stimu- 
lation by -aleohol, against the adoption of alcohol 
as a habit of life. 

It can be destructive. It can be economically ob- 
structive. It can lower the productivity of a com- 
munity, increase the number of its dependents and 
the number of its criminals. It cam make women 
take in washing and policemen take in violent men. 
[t puts children in the asylum and sends men to 
the gallows. It wrecks lives; it turns hope to de- 
spair, and it makes men who might have been, ina 
mediocre fashion, good, in a violent fashion mad. 

Our protest against prohibition does not proceed 
from any indifference to or any ignorance of the ex- 
cessive consequences of the use of alcohol. If it 
ignores these as secondary to the real principles 
involved in prohibition, it is only because the real 
principles are so important in human life, such 
real causes of action and such real bases of de-' 
termination and decision that the realities cannot 
be ignored. 

Prohibition is the imposition of a community 
order upon a mass which, if the individuals of the 
mass were sufficiently intelligent, would not be 
needed as an order. As such. it is abhorrent to 
people who believe that character arises from the 
possibility of decisions made to affect the individual. 

There must be wastage in this. Some characters 
must be too pliable to temptation to stand the 
test. Some tragedies must follow. But the scheme 
of making the individual stand upon his own two 
fect is right. Its faults are the faults of human 
nature. Its faults are the faults which we con- 
stantly try to correct by discipline and education. 
They are faults which are best corrected by such 
processes. 

When a community confesses the breakdown of 
its personnel by adopting prohibition, it confesses 
thet it has found no other way Gut of a difficulty 
except the way which makes people behave as 
other people think they must behave. 

We must have prohibitory laws against crim- 
it..ls. But drinkers are not criminals. They are 
neti conscious assailants of the law of society, and 
to take away from them their privilege of selection, 
ir the matter of personal liberty and habit of life, 
is tO approach a difficult question from the side 
which is least open to moral justification, no matter 
how plausible in morals it may seem. 

‘t is largely an academic question which is pre- 
sented to Chicago in this election. Prohibition is 
the mandate of the nation, expressed in the least 
mutable form in which the nation can cast its law— 
by constitutional amendment. 

But it is nevertheless important that in this 
election the people of Chicago who do not believe 
that the personal liberty and the personal habits of 
citizens are wholly subject to the conscription of 
dventitious law vote “No” on the liquor ques- 

‘n—if only to show that there is remaining in 
\merican life a vestige of the belief that substan- 
‘lal character comes from training. and from the 
vower of decision, and not from_the imposition of 
prohibitory statutes. 


TEMPORARY MILITIA. 

Illinois is likely soon to find itself with a badly 
exposed flank unless,Gov. Lowden and the legis- 
lature undertake some plan of bridging the gap 
between the regular peace time militia of two years 
ago and whatever form of state defense is to be 
cecided upon for the future. | 

Since the declaration of war there has been no 
system of state defense save that provided at no 
expense to the state by loyal citizens, members of 
the Illinois reserve militia. These militiamen, em- 
bracing Many competent officers and patriotic citi- 
. zens who were kept out of active service for various 
good reasons, have given their time and efforts with 
almost no encouragement. 

They have bought their own uniforms and paid 
for all the material incident to as much training 
as the circumstances permitted. These men are still 
eager and willing to continue in the service of the 
state; but there must be some provision for main- 
tenance, else the organization is in danger of total 
collapse in the next sixty days. 

Possibly the old militia regiments may want to 
resume their former status under the state laws; 
no ome Can Say as to that. But there must be some 
form of state defense. If the units now overseas 
decide they have had enough of service, there must 
»@ some organization to replace them. If they de- 


cide to reorganize as state militia, there must be a 


temporary miiitia to serve in the interim. 
The whole military probiem needs wider 
than militia programs.

“MPYEMA. 
READER writes: ‘Will you please 
tell me what empyema is, what 
causes same, where does pus come 
from, and why it is green? How 
long does opening stay open? What 
causes terrible night sweats? Patient is 
not coughing up the foul smelling green 
pus. When doctors operate do they cut 
the wall of the lung? The patient has 
been out walking with temperature of 
104 degrees. What are signs of conva- 
lescence? What are chances of patient 
regaining health? This condition was 
an after effect of the ‘flu.’ We read 
your articles and have been surprised to 
find nothing on empyema.” 


REPLY. 

While you have the habit, you have not 
had it long enough. I have written on 
empyema many times, but probably not 
since you have had the habit of reading 
this column. 

The term empyema is used to designate 
collections of pus in some body cavity. 
If used without Any qualification it 
means pus in the pleural cavity. This 
cavity lies between the lung and the 
chest wall and also dips in between the 
lobes of the lung. 

it results from infection of the pleura. 
The infecting organism’ may be pneu- 
mococci, streptococci, tubercle bacilli, or 
still other organisms. After infection 
with one organism has occurred it not 
infrequently happens that another bacil- 
lus or several others infect secondarily. 

The pus is derived from the blood, as is 
all pus. The liquid part is blood serum, 
the solid part is white blood cells in 
the main. The character of the pus is 
usually determined by the infecting or-

ganism. Pneumococcus pus is often 
creamy. Streptococcus pus is sometimes 
green. Foul smelling pus is generally 
due to one of these two organisms plus 
some odor producing organism. Clear, 
straw colored or watery serum is often 
due to tubercle bacilli. 

It is not safe to rely entirely on these 
frequently trustworthy characteristics. 
For example, an infection primarily tu- 
bercular may be complicated by other 
infections. 

The proper treatment is drainage. If 
the cavity cannot collapse readily or 
drain readily the opening may not close 
for weeks, months, or years. The time 
of closing depends on the character of 
the infection, the character of the cavity, 
its drainage, and the vitality of the pa- 
tient. The opening closes early in chil- 
dren. 

Night sweats are due to absorption of 
substances from the cavity plus weak- 
ness. 

The coughing up of foul smelling pus 
means probably that the main cavity 
or some other cavity opens into a bron- 
chial tube, and is draining that way. A 
temperature of 104 degrees means that 
there is some undrained pus. 

The signs of convalescence are lower 
temperature, less sweats, increased 
strength and appetite, gréater sense of 
well being.

S. R. writes: “ Will you please 
advise me if it is possible for a person 
who has had the flu to again take that 
disease, or does one attack render you 
immune.” 

. REPLY. 

A great many people say they have had in- 
fluenza twice or oftener. There are reports 
of many such cases in the medical journals. 
Nevertheless, in view of the difficulty in diag- 
nosing between influenza, common colds, and 
bronchitis, I doubt if the case can be proven.

SYMPATHIZING WITH RUSSIA. 
Chicago, March 26.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—‘* What ts the truth about bol- 
shevist Russia?” you ask editorially. Not 
long since an all wise traveling man 
gravely explained that bolshevik was a 
term made up of two Russian words 
meaning bread and shoes, respectively. 
This pronunciamento was repeated to a 
Russian of my acd@uaintanee. When his 
laughter had abated sufficiently he said 
the term strictly interpreted means “ the 
many,” and is equivalent to our term 
“majority.” Opposed to it is the term 
menshevik, «which is literally “ the few.” 
Maximalist and minimalist are Latin- 
Anglo words of the same political sig- 
nificance. 

My friend was a member of the Keren- 
sky, or menshevik, party, and, in fact, 
was sent to this country by the Keren- 
sky government. He says that the Keren- 


One sky government failed simply because it 


was not strong enough. 

As to whether the American people 
have been told the truth about Russian 
affairs he says: 

“If I were to belleve what I read 
about Russia in the American newspa- 
pers, I would commit suicide. I mean 
it.” Questioned further he said: 

“ Just why the American people should 
be systematically misled as to conditions 
in Russia I cannot say, but they are 
being misled, and I fear it is for an ul- 
terior purpose. The government knows 
the truth about Russia, but has not told 
it. Raymond Robins has made his re- 
port to Washington, but his report is 
being suppressed. : 

“What are American soldiers tn Russia 
for? I wish I knew. The Russian people 
do not know ; the American people do not 
know; and so far as | can learn no one 
knows. This I can say: that there is 
room in Russia for 30,000 skilled Amer- 
ican mechanics, for whose safety I would 
be willing to be personally responsible, 
but there is not room for one American 
soldier.” 

I showed this Russian the address re- 
cently given before the Union League 
club by Ralph Dennis, formerly director 
of the Cumnock School of Oratory at 
Northwestern university, shortly after 
his return from an official mission to 
Ruasia. Of it he sald: 

“It is excellent. Except for one or 
two small details it is completely right, 
and these none but a Russian could un. 
derstand. It shows a real sympathy with 
Russia and Russiins.” This address is 
uncommonly readable and may be ob- 
tained in pamphlet form from the elub 
for the price of a street car ride. 

The testimony of this man checks up 
well with that of other Russians with 
whom I have talked. One woman, a 


graduate of a university at Petrograd 
stated explicitly that the bolsheviki were 
the majority wing of the Socia) Demo- 


cratio party. These Russians, who in 


their own country would be called 
telligentzla, apparently deplore the mam 
ifestations of bolshevism with a personal 
sorrow beyond us, but with a sympathy 
and understanding which we may weil 
cultivate.
